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Among the yearlings sold in 1946 for anywhere between $65,000 
and $5,000, in other words the best grade yearlings in both Keeneland 
and Saratoga, 336 or considerably over half of the top priced year- 
lings in that big year of sales, never won themselves out last year 
as two-year-olds. That same year, 157 yearlings which sold for 
prices between $50,000 and $5,000 never even got to the races. Not 
to be pessimistic, 66 yearlings bought in 1946 from $35,000 to $900.00 
succeeded in winning more than their purchase price, the greatest 
turnover percentagewise being the $900 Grog Swizzle bought by 
Thiessen Stable that earned $8,200 for his owners in one year. 

Such deflationary statistics are not necessarily designed to dis- 
count the worth of yearlings or to deprecate the advisability of buy- 
ing yearlings at the sales or anywhere else as racing prospects. But 
such figures do show that racing stock is a very doubtful quantity 
and the bad ones grow faster than the good ones. It is to the best 
interests of all racing men, racing organizations, breeders, trainers 
and owners, to be constantly trying to weed out bad horses, get them 
off the track and out of stud barns. Horses prone to unsoundness, 
horses with insufficient speed, the weeds and the nags are only going 
to cost horsemen money in spite of the “while there is life there is 
going to be another Stymie” outlook of many overly optimistic 
horsemen. 

It is too bad that horsemen are such a courageous group, willing 
to stake so much on the off chance that horses who have never shown 
any promise but an ability to eat, will suddenly take a new lease on 
life and grow wings. Such optimism still exists, however, and will 
continue so long as there is a dollar left to bet on a long shot... The 
trouble with bad horses, outside of the fact they cost money, clutter 
up the market, and have a remarkably consistent tendency to re- 
produce bad horses, is that they also clutter up race tracks and as 
often as not keep better horses away while they are recovering from 
urisoundness or trying to be made speed horses when they are not fit 
material for the claimers, or the half milers. 

Time and again, racing officials are rubbing perplexed heads en- 
deavoring to find stall room to go around. At Saratoga there were 
several hundred 3-year-olds stabled in the barns and yet for a time 
3-year-old races were not filling. Why? Horses not fit, sick or 
broken down were taking up all the available stable room and in some 
cases keeping horses away from the track. There was a coughing 
epidemic at Saratoga which laid up a lot of horses, but if it is not 
one thing it is another. A stable moves in with a big string and in no 
time, a good percentage are not fit to train. There ought to be a 
hard and fast rule, custom, or system which would get unfit, unsound 
or sick horses away from the racing barns at tracks and send them 
home or to boarding farms where they belong. 

Trainers are turned down over and over again for lack of stall 
space, but as the figures show, far too few horses are ever able to 
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get to the races, let alone stay sound long enough to race. 

Pimlico developed a good idea this year with jumpers. They 
have to qualify before they are allowed to race at the track. [h 
other words stall space cannot just be taken up with a lot of badly 
made jumpers. They can come to race if they know how, but if they 


don’t they stay @ff the track. 


With stall space at a premium, it 


would be easy enough to go one step further and have horses leave 
as soon as they show troubles which will keep them off the track 

al ’ 
and thus make room for those able to race rather than stall sit.

Warrenton’s Labor Day Hunter Show 





George Humphrey’s Home-Bred Really Rugged 


Captures Coveted 3-Year-Old Championship of 
Virginia Over Mrs. McIntosh’s Joseph’s Coat 





As the wreath of gardenias was 
put on the chestnut gelding’s neck, 
a well wisher remarked to the own- 
er “Kinda like winning the Ken- 
tucky Derby, isn’t it?” “As a matter 
of fact,” replied Owner George Hum- 


phrey, “I would much rather win 
this class than the Derby’. The 
chestnut gelding with the wreath 


was the good looking son of Head 
Play—Shady Play which had been 
awarded the coveted honor of 3- 
year-old champion of Virginia. 
“Whenever Labor Day week-end 
comes around, it is time for the 5- 
day Warrenton Horse Show, held at 
Warrenton, va. Exhibitors remark 
time and time again that it is nard 
to win at Warrenton and this was 
shown again this year as no horse 
really got an outstanding lead in ony 
division. 

Some of the older horses in the 
conformation and working hunter 
divisions were missing this year but 
the added number of 3-year-olds end 
young green hunters was outstand- 
ing. As one out-of-state spectato~ re- 
marked, “Just look at those 11 hors- 
es standing in there. You could pin 
any 4 and not be wrong.” 

There are numerous’ champion- 
ships but the most interesting one 
is for the 3-year-olds. To qualify, 
the horses must have won or placed 
ond at a recognized Virginia show, 
including winners at the Warrenton 
Show. The eligibles are then shown 
under saddle and over ju:inps and 
the Warrenton judges make the 
final decision. Tnis year six 35-year- 
olds went into the ring and the num- 
ber was narrowed to 2, but which of 
the 2? Mr. Humphrey and Mrs. Gre- 
gory McIntosh waited for what must 
have seemed hours as Really Rug- 
ged and Joseph’s Coat remained in 
the ring. There was a flurry at the 
secretary’s stand and then Mrs. 
James C. Hamilton, president of the 
show, came into the.ring carrying 2 
wreath of gardenias. Number 169. 
Really Rugged, owned by Holliday 
Hill Farm and ridden throughout 
the show by Mrs. Alex Calvert, the 
new champion. Mrs. MclIntosh’s 
Joseph’s Coat, which has been out- 
standing in the Virginia circuit this 
summer, was in for reserve. Mr. 
Humphrey left the show on Sunday 
to travel to Charlottesville for a 
look at the $52,000 colt which he 
and Crispin Oglebay bought at the 
Saratoga Yearling Sales but he was 
back bright and early Monday morn- 
ing to see the final classes before 
the championship class. 

It is seldom that championship 
awards meet with the approval of 
all present but the Warrenton show 
Probably came as close to pleasing 
everyone as is possible. One of the 
most consistent performers at all 
her shows is Icecapade, a grey mare 
owned and ridden by Mrs. Page 
Jennings. She is always to be reckon- 
ed with and after her top perfor- 
mance in the corinthian class which 
clinched the conformation tri-color, 
she picked up the blue in the preli- 
minary for a perfect wind-up. Anoth- 
er owner-rider was close behind for 
the reserve, Hugh Wiley and his 4- 
year-old grey gelding, Blue Ridge. 
This young hunter has chalked up 
quite an impressive score toward 
the Maryland State awards for this 
year and he slipped over into Vir- 
ginia to add more ribbons to his 
collection. 

Robert Fairburn’s Sun Boss had a 
3 1-2 point lead as the green hunter 
Preliminary was called into the ring 
and even though he was 4th-in that 
class, his tri-color was safe. Really 
Rugged was next in line for reserve. 

A horse has to be getting right in 
the ribbons all the time if he doesn’t 
Win a blue, yet he does win the 
championship. This is what Martin 
Vogel, Jr.’s Petrescu did and even 
though therewasn’t a blue among 
the ribbons, the reds predominated. 
Another steady performer, George 
DiPaula’s Post Meridien, with Miss 
Aileen Smith up, was reserve. 

‘The Kohler twins arrived from 
Richmond with W.  H. Sampson’s 


“Hellzapoppin and Hi-Ho Silver for 


the jumper division and the former 
annexed the top honors. This mare 
is aptly named as she makes every 
class take on the appearance of a 


scurry. Incidentially, she won the 
scurry class on Sunday night. Mor- 
ton W. Smith rode his piebald geld- 
ing, Flamingo, in a careful round 
in the jumper stake and then another 
one in the jump off to garner the 
blue. Tied with Flamingo for reserve 
was Col. and Mrs. H. H. Pohl’s Fitz- 
rada which was ridden by Mrs. Jane 
Pohl Rust. Jane and Cappy agreed 
to toss and Cappy called the toss to 
collect the reserve. Fitzrada had 
won the applause of the crowd on 
Sunday afternoon when he had the 
only clean performance when the 
jumps went to 5’-6”’ in the knock- 
down-and-out, - 

There was no end to the ribbons 
which the Maryland juniors took 
home. They brought the pony class- 
es to a successful climax when Miss 
Catherine Bosley led Napoleon for 
Miss Laura Lawrence to win the lead 
line class. The young rider is from 
Virginia but Napoleow comes rrom 
Maryland. Master Rilly Boyce III’s 
Spice topped the ponies under 11.2 
as Miss Cynthia Graffam’s Thane Of 
Wales was reserve. A Virginia pony 
was champion in the intermediate 
group as Nelson Berry’s Pinocchio 
was pinned ahead of Miss Mary Lou 
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spectators’ attention was the Smith 
6-pony hitch which was something 
new for this show. Each performance 
brought in a different wagon load of 
youngsters and even though one of 
the lead ponies was only a 3-year- 
old, they all performed like old tim- 
ers. Another exhibition was North 
Carolina’s 11-year-old Spunky Fisher 
and his father. Mr. Fisher would 
drape himself over a post and rail 
jump and young Spunky, riding 
bareback, would ride over him. Just 
before his final performance, the 
youngster asked for an increase in 
his allowance which many people 
would no doubt have given him if 
they had to change places with his 
father on the jump. 

Three entries at the show had to 
hang up their tack because of in- 
juries. Dr. and Mrs. Alvin I. Kay’s 
Portmaker grabbed himself and was 
scratched while the Ralph T. Kings’ 
personable Kathlean N. vacated the 
working hunter ranks because she 
was hurt in the van. John F. Mc- 
Cauley’s Spin Boy had a close call 
when he jumped out of the ring, 
landing on Photographer Marshall 
Hawkins’ convertible, one leg going 
through the windshield and _ the 
other one through the top of the 
car. Although he was cut badly, the 
last report was that he would re- 
cover.

Although it rained all night be- 
fore the show, the footing was se- 
cure, and there were remarkably 
few mishaps. The few falls were not 
serious, and horses and riders walk- 
ed out of the ring. 

Jack Freidus’ Tiny Tim, and 
Pierre Dauvergne’s Paris, tied for 
first place in the limit jumper class, 
both with perfect scores. The 3’-9” 
fences were raised, but both horses 
again jumped faultlessly. Then the 
jumps were raised 6 inches, remin- 
iscent of the murderous Australian 
barriers, and both horses jumped the 
course brilliently, Paris winning 
with only 1 fault against 2 for Tiny 
Tim 


Paris went on to win the P. H. A. 
trophy and the $200 jumper stake, 
finishing with the jumping cham- 
pionship. In all, Paris amassed 16 
1-2 points against Frank Cook’s Bay 
Girl’s 9, which gave her the reserve 
ribbon. 

Smithtown regulars noticed a 
change in the ring this year. The 
course was set at right angles to 
last year’s because of the sun, and 
the gate was better located both for 
rider and spectator safety. 

The schedule ran behind time due 
to the even competition, but several 
hunter classes were run over the 
excellent outside course, concurrent- 
ly with other classes in the ring. 
The result was a livelier show and 
increased spectator interest. 

As always the show was a success. 
A great many people came to watch 
wonderful horses being put through 
their paces by equally good riders. 
And that is what makes a good horse 
show, especially in Smithtown.

Good Hunter Classes 
Mark Legion Affair 
At Brewster, N. Y.

The Argonne Post No. 71 of the 
American Legion put on a horse 
show on August 15 in Brewster, N. 
Y. The classes were run off in quick 
succession at T. J. Miller’s spacious 
Star Ridge Farm. A hilltop over- 
looikng several lakes, farms, and 
surrounding hills was indeed a fine 
place to hold the show. It was a 
palmy Westchester Sunday and 
everyone was kept busy all through 
the day. 

Although the spectators had to do 
a bit of manoeuvering to get a full 
view of the aiken and the chicken 
coop, behind a clump of trees, they 
could sit back and get an eyeful from 
the ringside. All the hunter classes 
originated in the ring. The horses 
entered, cantered diagonally across 
it and took a drop, brush jump; cir- 
cled a red marker, cantered parallel 
to the ring; then re-entered it at 
the opposite end by taking a sizeable 
log jump banked with brush. The 
second and longer round then began 
as the horses cantered to the op- 
posite side of the ring and took a 
log jump. From there, a post and 
rail, an aiken, and half of a chick- 
en coop brought them around the 
trees and up to an in and out. Then 
the entries terminated their perfor- 
mance by re-taking the log with 
prush. By making use of the three 
jumps at different ends of the ring 
and having the horses cross the 
center on both rounds, each exhibi- 
tor was in plain sight of the ring- 
side for the greatest portion of the 
class. After taking such a course 
it is doubtful that a rider would feel 
that he or she hadn’t had a chance 
to reaily work. It was a natural, 
well planned course, but not an easy 
one by any means. 

Mrs. Charles Govern’s Pocket 
Mouse topped the field of green hunt- 
ers early in the morning. The young 
bay Thoroughbred proves time and 
again that green and hunter hack 
classes are right up his alley. 





Lanikia did not make a similar 
hue ribbon start, for regrettably 
there is only one to a winner. How- 
ever, his owner, Miss Patricia iXelly, 
ended up with her share when she 
headed home. It was smooth sail- 
ing on waving blue rosettes. Lani- 
kia and his young owner-rider won 
a leg on the Commander Edward 
Spafford Memorial Trophy, open to 
all hunters, and one on the Argonne 
Post cup for working hunters. Those 
classes afforded the greatest com- 
petition and her victories are a cre- 
dit to Miss Kelly’s capable aud ar- 
duous schooling of her young, bay 
hunter. Lanikia always gives a fine 
showing wherever ‘‘Pat’’? may take 
him, and the progress of this pair 
has been marked and steady. 


Miss Norah Hawkins’ Charmante 
was the 3rd contender for the 
championship title. Norah’s brown 
mare was in the ribbons in every 
class, battling it out with Pocket 
Mouse and Lanikia up to the very 
end. Norah and Charmante work 
very well together, but their best 
round was in the final stake event. 
Because the green, children’s, and 
hunter hack event were counted full 
points toward the tri-color, Char- 
mante was pinned the champion. It 
is unfortunate that Miss Kelly was 


too old for the children’s class, how- 
ever her excellent performances in 
the other classes gave her sufficient 


points to nose out her nearest chal- 
lenger, Pocket Mouse, for the re- 
serve rosette, 

In contrast to the well-filled hunt- 
er division, the open jumper entries 
Were quite scant in number. Never- 
theless, there was high competition 
for the top honors. Mexico City, own- 

by K. G. K. Incorporated, (com- 
Nonly known as Keane, Gussen- 
hoven, and Kelly) and Arthur M. 


Nardin’s Trader ~Bedford came in 
one, two in the 4’-0”, knock down 
and out, and sweepstake classes. 
The winner among the novice jump- 
ers was Harry Carter’s Trader Terry. 
With some more experience behind 
him, this big bay will be nipping at 
the heels of his black stablemate. 
Bedford was in his customary fine 
form aud put in many consistent 
rounds for his rider, John Bell. 
Johnny owned, trained, and brought 
this ‘lepper’ into the show ring. 
After Johnny sold him to Mr. Nar- 
din, Pete Sheridan did a most cap- 
able job at the reins. At this show, 
since Pete’s departure from the 
Trader Horn Stables, Bedford jump- 
ed as he had before for his previous 
owner—and that means right at the 
top. Bedford wound up with the re- 
serve ribbon and Mexico City gained 
his 2nd consecutive championship 
within two days. The day before the 
wiry bay bounced his way to the tri- 
color at the Litchfield, Conn. Show. 
Mexico City showed plenty of en- 
durance and ability this week-end 
by chalking up such a record. The 
first ‘‘K’’, Nora Keane, is the cor- 
poration’s rider and she has proved 
to be a sound investment. Just look 
at the dividends! 

Since Miss Peggy Johnson’s un- 
fortunate accident in May, Miss 
Nancy Clapp and Miss Marjorie 
“Midge” Meyers have piloted the 
Hutchinson Farms horses for Teddy 
Gussenhoven. ‘“‘Midge’’ gave Good 
Humor an excellent ride over the 
4’-0” fences. She never let her grey 
quit for a momnet and after losing 
both stirrups she completed’ the 
course for a well deserved 3rd 
rosette. The two girls placed in the 
ribbons in nearly every class. After 
she showed Forward Passer, Miss 
Clapp transferred to the horsenian- 
ship ranks. In this division, Nancy 
won the major, A. S. P. C. A. Maclay, 
event with two smooth rounds. 


The up to 12 years class was 
crowded with hard-riding young- 
sters, but Miss Patricia Worth re- 
ceived the judges’ nod for 1st place. 
Petite patricia came in 3rd in the 
up to 14 class behind Miss Joan 
Parker and Miss Betty Haight. Joan 
has progressed immensely under 
Gordon Wright’s tutelage and she 
showed real ability by garnering the 
blue. Joan also was a two-day wit- 
ner, because she captured the Maclay 
Trophy event the day hefore at Lit- 
chfield.

Seven Hunts Compete In First Recognized 
Hound Competition Held By Oconomowoc 
With Major Honors To Fox River Valley

The Oconomowoc Hunt Horse 
Show Association presented their 
first Hound Show, under the aus- 
pices of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association of America, in connec- 
tion with the Oconomowoc Hunt 
Horse Show, this past summer. 

James F. Kieckhefer, M. F. H. of 
the Milwaukee Hunt was the hard 
working chairman of a committee of 
ten who really put the hound show 
over. It is the first time a Hound 
Show has been held in this part of 
the country, since way back in the 
‘twenties’, when Onwentsia, in Lake 
Forest, held a show, except for the 
puppy show held by the Hulls, early 
this spring.

H. of .the Washington County 
Hounds and Lt. Col. E. C. D. Sher- 
rer, Cavalry M. F. H. Fort Riley, 
Kansas, were the very capable jud- 
ges. 

Seven hunts were invited to the 
show: Metamora, in Michigan, Long- 


meadow, in Winnetka, Ill., Oak 
Brook, in Hinsdale, [ll., Millcreek, 
up north of Lake Forest, Ill., Fox 
River Valley, in Barrington, IIl., 
Wayne-DuPage, in Wayne, I[Il., and 


the Milwaukee Hunt in Milwaukee, 
Wis. Five out of the seven were able 
to send in good entries, to make the 
show an outstanding success. So 
much so that now, with all this good 
work, and enthusiasm running high, 
more hunts should take up this idea 
and carry it along, out here, to help 
keep hunting well stimulated and 
so that hunt members might appre- 
ciate their hounds and the work that 


goes with raising, feeding, grooming 
and working them. 
Fox River Valley’s lovely bitch, 


“Crumpet”, whelped in 1947, and 
bred by Dennison B. Hull, really 
trotted into the limelight, to take 
the Capt. Atwood C. Elliott Trophy 
for the entered hounds and then on 
to annex the best in show award 
presented by James F. Kieckhefer. 

This hound is everything you 
want in body, substance and bone 
and she should make the Hulls feel 
mighty proud. Incidentally, Mr. Hull] 
intends to carry on as joint M. F. 
H. at Fox River Valley, with Mr. 
Harry Lowther, of Barrington, Ill. 
Mr. Hull plans to devote more time 
to the breeding end and Mr. Lowther 
to the active hunting. This is great 
news for everyone. 

Fox River Valley’s well coupled 
Cartridge and Landlord, both bred 
by Mr. Hull and whelped in 1947, 
took the couple of unentered hounds 
and the trophy, presented by Mr. 
and Mrs. Brock Fuller. 

Oak Brook Hounds’ “True Mac’”’ 
took the entered hounds and the 
Bartlett trophy, then he came back 
with ‘‘Governor’”’ to win the Couple 
ef entered hounds and the Van 
Brunt trophy and on to reserve of 
show. 

The day was hot for hounds and 
they stood panting and wishing to 
be gone for a swim, please, but they 
all looked fit and in excellent condi- 
tion and coat. This show was a big 
job to tackle, involving time and ex- 
pense on the part of many, but well 
done and we hope will be an annual 
affair and duplicated by other hunts,

ers from Chicago to get into action 
in the younger division. Olympia 
had the speed to draw a couple of 
lengths clear, but when Ted Atkinson 
set Algasir after him, the Hooper colt 
wasn’t too hard to catch, and Algasir 
drew out at the end. He got $8,775 
for the effort, and his time was a 
fair 1:12 1-5. 

This wouldn’t have been good at 
the earlier Aqueduct meeting, but 
while we were off at Saratoga consid- 
erable work was done on the strip, 
and the cushion was increased great- 
ly. The result is a slower but safer 
track, and in the main horsemen are 
pleased with it. There is some dis- 
sidence, of course, partly because 
there always is, and partly because 
Aqueduct is now so much deeper 
than the other Long Island tracks 
that some trainers say, “If you don’t 
hire a van and bring your horse over 
and work him at Aqueduct before a 
race, you’re a thousand to one.” 

That’s probably true, and also 
probably temporary. What the strip 
seems to need is a hard soaking rain, 
and the new soil will pack a little. 
It should still be safe, but not quite 
so slow. And anyway there’s only 


another week before Belmont, and 
then the trainers who stable at Aque- 
duct will be the ones at a disadvan- 


age. 

Most of the fillies which were given 
a chance in the Astarita Stakes are 
also engaged in the Matron at Bel- 
mont, and a few of them in the 
Futurity. But not the winner, Spring 
Hill Farm’s Nell K., nor the 2nd to 
finish, James Cox Brady’s Tassel. The 
lst Matron eligible at the end was 
Ogden Phipps’ Flying Ship, a daugh- 
ter of War Admiral, which was 3rd. 

Spring Hill Farm is owned by 
James A. Norris, a Chicagoan who 
owns the Detroit Red Wings, stock in 
Madison Square Garden, and is inter- 
ested in other sporting enterprises. 
His farm is at Paris, Ky., however, 
and Nell K. is the first home-bred 
stakes winner he’s had. She ran 
with the early pace to the far turn, 
then came on, and had no great diffi- 
culty holding her challengers at the 
end. 

Her sire is Crowfoot, and if you 
remember him you should clean 
house. He is a son of Blue Larkspur 
from *Ann Erne, which had several 
other winners but nothing any better 
than the moderate Quasimodo. Crow- 
foot raced in 1940 and got nothing, 
and again in 1941, winning two races. 
He was big, as I get the story, and 
wouldn’t train after he was three. 
Last year he had one starter, which 
didn’t win, so Nell K. ran his stud 
record up considerably. 

Early in the year it was generally 
agreed that Citation, My Request, and 
Better Self ranked the 3-yr.-olds in 
order. Then Better Self did all he 
could to knock this down. He was 
2nd to Escadru in an allowance race, 


2nd to Citation in the Belmont, 2nd 
to My Request in the Dwyer, 2nd to 
Mount Marcy in the Saranac, and 
2nd to Ace Admiral in che Travers. 
A few worse races were interspersed 
in this record, including a 3rd to My 
Request and Mount Marcy in the 
Wood, and a 3rd to Vulcan’s Forge 
and Coaltown in the Withers. 

Thus practically all of the good 3- 
yr.olds had beaten him, and he 
hadn’t beaten them back, except that 
he did take Salmagundi in the 
Yankee Handicap. But Better Self 
did a good enough job in the Discov- 
ery Handicap. He had top weight, 
of 123 pounds, but he had no serious 
concessions to make to the stronger 
members of the field. 

Dave Gorman, who substituted for 
Mehrtens because the latter had gone 
to Chicago to ride Pail of Water in 
the Princess Pat Stakes, got him off 
3rd, and shot him through on the rail 
with 5 furlongs to go. Mount Marcy, 
which was 4th early but had to lose 
grouhd getting clear for the drive, 
closed some ground in the upper 
stretch, but he wasn’t closing any at 
the end, and Better Self won by 
three. Ace Admiral was placed for- 
wardly all the way, but at the. end 
Loser Weeper, with 109 pounds, was 
up on the rail to nip the Travers win- 
ner for 3rd place. I had looked for 
slightly better things from Piet and 
Seven League, but I didn’t get them, 
but one excuse is that horses which 
haven’t been running over deep 
tracks are at a big disadvantage at 
Aqueduct. 

Better Self illustrates a breeding 
pattern I have advocated for a long 
time. Take the best filly of her year

Count Fleet Filly Upholds Illustrious 
Heritage By Winning Feature In Chicago 
In Spite of Strong Challenge By Stole

Sequence, (Count Fleet-Miss Dog- 
wood), grandly upheld her own and 
‘her family’s honors by a game and 
sparkling victory in Washington 
Park’s Princess Pat Stakes Saturday 
(Sept. 4). Myrtlewood’s elegant 
granddaughter first raced one pre- 
sumptuous opponent into submis- 
sion, then accepted a bold challenge 
from another and out-gamed that 
one in the final stage of the 6-fur- 
long tussel. The race was run in 
s99, $8 1-5, :44 3-5, :67 2-5, 1:10. 

Easy Out, a daughter of Shut Out- 
Tellmenow, and one of the three- 
horse entry of H. P. Headley in the 
rich fixture for 2-year-old fillies. ran 
with Sequence the first three-eighths. 
When Easy Out gave up the chase it 
was taken up by Stole. (*Blenheim 
Il—Pelisse), owned by Mr. Headley’s 
son-in-law, Louis Lee Haggin II. 
Stole’s challenge was sustained 
through the stretch but Sequence 
kept her nose in front and refused 
to vield. Alsab’s Day was 3rd, Lithe, 
one of the Headley trio, 4th, a half- 
length ahead of the Arlington Lassie 
winner, Pail Of Water. 

Having seen most of the best 2- 
year-olds of the season except Blue 
Peter, this department would sug- 
gest that the juvenile crown be set 
up on the winning post somewhere 
to be run for by a couple of fillies, 
a couple of Myrtlewood’s grand- 
daughters in fact. Those ‘‘cousins’’, 
of course. are Sequence and Myrtle 
Charm (Alsab-Crepe Myrtle). 

Mr. Busher, Ocean Drive and some 
of the other colts look pretty good at 
times, and to continue to look that 
way it might be well for them to 
keep away from those two fillies. 

The victory of the appropriately 
named Sequence was worth $41,900 
to her owner-breeder, Brownell 
Combs, who is also the co-breeder 
of Crepe Myrtle with his nephew, 
Leslie Combs II. 

Honeymoon, (*Beau Pere-Pano- 
ramic), which shares the world’s 
7 furlong record, 1:21 4-5, with Buz- 
fuz at Hollywood Park, gathered 
fresh laurels, distinction and cash 
on Sept. 1 when she beat a band of 
good fillies and mares in the 11th 
running of the Beverly Handicap at 
Washington Park, finishing the mile 
in track record time, 1:35. This 
equalled the mark established last 
year by Calumet Farm’s great geld- 
ing, Armed, which carried 130 Ibs., 
Honeymoon’s package was 121, in- 
cluding Jockey Jack Westrope. 

Second to the 5-year-old *Beau 
Pere mare, which races for the W-L 
Ranch of Harry M. Warner, Holly- 
wood motion picture producer, was 


the early pacemaker, W. E. Caskey’s 
3-year-old Dandilly, which has had 
a short but creditable career. 
Goodwin’s Jack’s Jill was 3rd, Dr. 
Eslie Asbury’s Brownian 4th. The 
favorite, Tre Vit, ran one of her 
very few sluggish races to finish 5th. 

Warner purchased Honeymoon 
out of the Louie B. Mayer dispersal 
in February 1947 for $135,000. In 
cluding her $21,900 Beverly, she 
has earned $122,650 for Warner. 
Her total earnings to date amount 
to $345,020, which places her above 
Busher ($334,035) and 2nd on the 
list of money-winning mares behind 
Gallorette. 

A victory in the first start of his 
career by the 5-year-old gelding. 
Brotherly Love, caused horsemen 
to take another look into the stud 
record of his sire, Olney, 12, which 
has been unheralded and unsung 
since his retirement. The son of 
Burgoo King-Bottle Green was a 
very fast horse which could carry 
his speed over a distance of ground. 
At 2 he won the Ravisloe Stakes 
and at 3 the Narragansett Handi- 
cap. He also finished first in the 
King Philip Handicap but was dis- 
qualified. 

Olney has had only 138 foals 
to start. Ten have won. Two others 
placed. having been beaten narrow- 
lv by the vicissitudes of racing luck. 
His only other starter was the filly 
Sketch Again. which was injured at 
2 and bred at 3 to *Hunters Moon 
4th. producing this year a colt which 
is described as an extraordinary in- 
dividual for one of his age. AS a 
8-month-old suckling he was pur- 
chased hy one of the largest racing 
stables as an investment for the 
future. 

While she has only placed in 
stakes, Olney’s 4-year-old daughter, 
Gala Review. not only has beaten 
some of the best of her age and sex 
but has gone outside of her own di- 
vision to beat some top sprinters. 

In his first start Brotherly Love 
beat 10 seasoned campaigners in 
such a convincing manner that horse- 
men looked to see what made him 
tick. Then they remembered Ol- 
ney and his good percentage record. 
Brotherly Love is out of the Upset 
mare, Princess Promise, is owned 
by Walmac Farm, trained by How- 
ard Wells, who also trained Olney 
for Walmac Farm. 

In the fullest sense of the word 
Dixiana’s temperamental brown stal- 
lion, Spy Song, 5, (Balladier-Mata 
Hari), seems to be enjoying his final 
season on the turf. He was in an

Willing Spirit of Mt. Desert Stable 
Chalks Up Second Stake Victory At 
New Hampshire For Owner William Parker

When you ask horsemen why they 
like Rockingham Park in Salem, N. 
H. they give you a variety of answ- 
ers, but one of the most frequent 
reasons advanced is, and I quote, 
“Horses do good there.’”’ Evidently 
the Mt. Desert Stable’s Willing Spirit 
is a horse who thrives on Rocking- 
ham Park’s climate because during 
his career he has only won two stak- 
es races, both of them at Rocking- 
ham Park. 

The gelded gray son of Gallant 
Fox——Last Lay, she by *Royal Min- 
strel, graduated as a stakos winner 
in the 1947 running of the Granite 
State Handicap, one mile and one 
sixteenth event for three-year-olds 
and upwards, last Aug. 23rd. He 
didn’t win another stakes race until 
he accounted for the fifteenth run- 
ning of the Rockingham Park Handi- 
cap, a $7,500 added event, for three- 
year-olds and upwards at a mile and 
three sixteenths, on Sept. 4, more 
than a year later. 

Willing Spirit was foaled March 
20, 1942 at the Greentree Farm in 
Lexington, Ky., and until April of 
1947 he was owned jointly by Mrs. 
Charles §. Payson and her brother, 
John Hay Whitney. He made his 
first start for the Mt. Desert Stable, 
owned by Bill Parker, who is in the 
insurance business in New Bedford, 
Mass., on May 30, 1947. The Mt. 
Desert Stable is trained by Lyle 
Whiting, a former rider who has 
trained with success since hanging 
up his tack four or five years ago. 

Willing Spirit’s victory in the 
Rockingham Park Handicap was fea- 
tured by the riding of Chris Roz«rs 
who has been horsebacking very in- 
differently all this season. Rogers, 
who hails from Canada, saved ground 
with the Gallant Fox gelding all the 
way, popped him through an open- 
ing on the rail when the field swung 
wide at the stretch turn, and then 
put him to a left handed whip drive 
down through the stretch. 

It was either the fourth or fifth 
time I have seen a stakes race won 
via the rail route in New England 
this season. [I can’t understand the 
reason for it, but New England jock- 
eys seem to prefer the overland 
route and frequently leave the rail 
open at the stretch turn. 

In fact, the overland route cost 
Mort Stuart’s Halbarail. the favor- 
ite, whatever chance he had of win- 
ning the Rockingham Park Handi- 
cap. George Hettinger moved around 
horses with him from the three- 
eighths pole to the stretch turn and 
then put him to a drive down in 
front of the stand, put he had lost 
too much ground to be a factor in 


the final 
fourth. 
The late Charles B. Stickney, who 
served Rockingham park as the 
State representative in the Steward’s 
Stand from the time racing was re- 
vived in New Hampshire until his 
death last February, never ceased 
to wonder why our New England rid- 
ers preferred the overland route to 
the rail. Charley had served as har- 
ness racing judge for 25 years prior 
to changing over to the Thorough- 
bred sport and in harness racing it 
is a disgrace for a driver to lose-a 
race to a horse who steals the pole 
from him. In fact, most harness rac- 
ing judges would deal very severely 
(either a heavy fine or a_ suspen- 
sion), with the driver who permit- 
ted somebody to steal the pole.

Narragansett Park continues t» 
lead Rockingham Park in the com- 
petition for the dollars of New Eng- 
land racing fans, but the margin is 
so slight after three weeks of run- 
ning in opposition to one another 
that the result may be said to be a 
moral victory for the New Hamp- 
shire track. At the end of the first 
eighteen days of the meeting Nar- 
ragansett had handled a_ total of 
$8,605,663 for a daily average of 
$478,092. Statistics on Rockingham 
Park reveal that course has handled 
$8,538,937 for a daily average of 
$474,385 during the same period. 


A converted steeplechaser, the 
six-year-old War Trophy, was the 
winner of Narragansett Park’s thir- 
teenth running of the Rhode Island 
Handicap, a mile and one furlong 
event. If he hadn’t pulled himself 
up in the final panel the Trace Call 
gelding would probably have been 
returned the winner of the $25,000 
Narragansett Special instead of 
Donor. 


The last has probably been seen 
of Irving Gushen’s Andy’s Glory, 
winner of five straight races, includ- 
ing the Granite State Handicap, for 
this year, at least. The bay son of 
Andy K—Charnot developed suspen- 
sory ligament trouble and will be 
given plenty of time to recover by 
the Salem, Mass. leather manufactur- 
er before he is raced again. Oddly 
enough, Andy’s Glory cooled out per- 
fectly after his victory in the Gran- 
ite State, didn’t show any signs of 
his ailment until late in the after- 
noon of the next day. Returning 
from an afternoon playing golf.

Lowry Watkins’ Tourist List made 
it two straight when he came charg- 
ing through in the last quarter of 
the two mile Harbor Hill ’Chase to 
win by 3 parts of a length in a driv- 
ing finish. Well ridden by Frank 
Hutcherson, Tourist List had his 
work cut out for him in the stretch 
drive as Harold Talbott’s Big Wrack, 
something of an outsider, closed well 
on the inside, and challenged strong- 
ly from the last fence home. Third 
place went to Sun Bath, two and a 
half lengths back, who made the pace 
for most of the way, only to falter 
in the last sixteenth. A length away 
Genancoke took fourth money, and 
another length back, his stablemate, 
Trough Hill finished fifth. 


The Harbor Hill was an exciting 
race with the result in doubt until 
the stretch drive for as the field 
rounded the iast turn eight of the 
nine starters were lapped on each 
other and all in contention. At the 
last jump Tourist List received the 
eall over Sun Bath by a head with 
Big Wrack right with him. Coming 
to this jump Genancoke was about a 
length behind the first three, and 
appeared like a winner, only to hang 
slightly in the final drive. Dolly von 
Stade’s D’Artagnan made his first 
appearance in stake company in the 
Harbor Hill and finished a good 
sixth, closing fastest of all after 
trailing the field down the far side.

Imacomin Carries Silks of Harry Isaacs of 
Baltimore To Victory In Fast Time of 1:11 2/5 
To Duplicate Isa’s Win For Brookfield

Two-year-olds were the major at- 
traction at Atlantic City last week, 
culminating Saturday, Sept. 4, with 
the 3rd running of the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes, $10,000 added, 6 fur- 
longs. Last year this race was run 
in June at 5 furlongs, with only 4 
starters, and was won by Walter M. 
Jeffords’ Frenchtown which set a 
course record for that distance of 
59 2/5. In 1946, it was 6 furlongs 
and was won by the Deering Howe 
Stable’s Donor over a 7 horse field. 


A prep for this race was run the 
previous Monday when Brookfield 
Farm’s Imacamin went out in front, 
where no one could catch her, to 
outdistance Double Brandy by 8 
lengths with the Grandview Stable’s 
Razzmatazz 3rd. Two days before 
that the Monmouth Co. owned and 
bred Overexposed, which belongs to 
Amory L. Haskell’s Woodland Farm 
string, had a good win under Tommy 
Malley’s handling, defeating several 
hopefuls for the Saturday stake. An- 
other Monmouth Co. colt, Mrs. Alfred 
Roberts’ Eatontown, had started 7 
times, and finished win, place or show 
every time. Mrs. W. S. Kilmer’s Sun 
Bahram has a record almost as good 
—7 starts and never worse than 4th 
money. Allan T. Simmons sent his 
Eternal World down from New York 
for his first start since the middle of 
June. Before that, in 8 starts, this 
colt had earned over $34,000, a figure 
that none of the others could touch. 
That, plus the fact that he is one of 
the few horses to bring about the 
downfall of Blue Peter, made him 
second favorite. Hoosier Boy has 
brought credit to Kentuckian Frank 
Saint Charles, who is, at 21, the 
youngest owner-trainer at Atlantic 
City. I believe. 

For her previous fastest time of 
the 9 starters and for her easy vic- 
tory on Monday, the crowd sent Ima- 
comin to the post an even money 
favorite. Their confidence was not 
misnlaced—for well named Imacomin 
really came!-Flawlessly ridden by 
Henri Mora, she broke from the gate 
first and, just as she has done in all 
her previous wins, stayed there. At 
the half-mile pole she was half a 
length in front of Eternal World, and 
at the quarter pole, 2 lengths in front 
of him. When he faltered, Overex- 
posed took up her challenge, moving 
into 2nd place and’ was 3 lengths be- 
hind the filly at the stretch. Mean- 
while, Sun Bahram, which had broken 
from the gate last, came up fast, 
catching Overexposed, but could not 
get closer to Imacomin than 2 1-2 
lengths. Overexposed stayed to take 
the show money and Razzmatazz was 
4th. followed by Eatontown, which 
had run wide, and Hoosier Boy, which 
was badly cut up leaving the gate, 
running a game 6th in front of Eter- 
nal World. 

With the exception of Bicker, which 
was never a factor, Imacomin was 
the only filly in the race, and once 
again the fair sex showed the so- 
called stronger sex just how to get 
the job wel! done. Of the five $10,000 


stakes which have been run here this 
season, 3 have been won by thie 
ladies, Isa, Rampart, and now ima. 
comin. Their owners are in the saiiie 
position—Mrs. Ellsworth Augustus’ 9 
colts Big Story and Seven Leagiie 
have won one each, Mrs. Helene K 
Haggerty is the owner of Rampart 
while Mr. Isaacs has the other two 
victories, Isa three weeks ago, and 
now Imacomin. 

Imacomin was clocked in 1.11 9/5 
which is the second best time this 
distance has been run here this year, 
Several have equaled this time, but 
only Mr. Isaac’s Istan has done better 
with 1.11 flat last Monday. The track, 
though fast, appears to be off thotigh 
a comparison to Polynesian’s 1.09 1/5 
two years ago is hardly fair. 

Imacomin, which is trained by D, 
W. Kearns, is a home-bred—Mi. 
Isaac’s Brookiiela Farm is at Steven- 
son, Maryland. She is by *Heliopolis, 
(one of the top 7 sires for the year), 
out of Missmahoot, by Halcyon. This 
was her 12th start, of which she has 
won 4, placed in 4, showed once— 
and now has over $31,000 to her 
credit. 

The turf course was used for the 
second time Saturday when A. J. 
Fralinger’s Plane Shadow, ridden by 
R. Strange, came in all by himself, 
7 lengths in front of a 12-horse field. 
This race was run in 1.44 3/5 against 
last Saturday’s 1.45 4/5 for a mile 
and one-sixteenth. It is an attrac: 
tively colorful addition to the prd- 
gram and seems to be popular With 
the crowd.

French Fall At York Meeting 





Sir Richard Sykes Home-Bred Horses 
Score Treble For Sledmere Stud 
As Woodflower Defeats Golestan

Television could have solved the 
problem. That is as far as being in 
two places at once is concerned. It 
would have been a matter of sitting 
in one spot and viewing the second. 
But given three, and it’s a job for 
a magic carpet or else something has 
to pe given the go-by. That’s how it 
was last week. In the south, on the 
rolling downland above Salisbury, 
Royal Drake was to be seen in his 
pre Leger outing. In the north, there 
were four days of near perfect rac- 
ing on the outskirts of the lovely 
city of York. And across the Irish 
Channel, there gathered an annual 
motley for the most colourful horse 
show of the summer. It had to be 
Salisbury and the tail-end of York, 
and Dublin was regrettfully left for 
another year. I only hope someone 
has recorded the successes of the 
U. S. team. I can only say that on 
all sides there has been high praise 
for their horsemanship and what, in 
international events, is of such im- 
portance, the way in which they won 
and lost. 

The probable field for the St. Le- 
ger has now taken shape. My Babu, 
as anticipated will not run, and My 
Love, as hoped, will. Royal Drake up 
to the Salisbury race had been a 
firm 2nd favourite. A position that 
was warranted by the Derby but tha: 
had been since shaken by an indif- 
ferent performance behind Bey in 
the Prix du Jockey Club at Chantilly 
in mid-June. Last week’s appearance 
was the Ist in this country since 
Epsom, and hence the interest. Also 
in the field was stable companion 
Vic Day, winner of the rich King 
Edward VII Stakes at Royal Ascot. 
Mr. Herbert Blagrave, wealthy own- 
er and trainer, bought Vic Day the 
night before he ran and won at As- 
cot, and bought a half share in Royal 
Drake from M. Volterra after the 
Derby. So his hand in the St. Leger 


is a strong one, and it was hoped 
that by exposing both his probables 
in a modest race it would be possible 
to what is called ‘tell the time of 
day’. There were five other runners 
but they were of no account. Royal 
Drake went to the front with three 
furlongs to go and won by one and 
a half lengths from Vic Day. It was 
a true run race, but quite naturaily 
Vic Day was not unduly extended, 
and gave every indication of being 
in need of a race. This Prince Rose 
colt under the circumstances made a 
more favourable impression than 
his fancied companion, who, as a 
result, has peen replaced for second 
favouritism by Mr. Woodwarid’s very 
genuine candidate, Black Tarquin. 
Reports from Newmarket say that 
the son of *Rhodes Scholar is at the 
peak of condition, and there is a 
great deal of confidence after the 
gallant effort against the Italian 
champion, Tenerani. He’s not an 
elegant horse but makes up for that 
in robustness. 

Captain Boyd-Rochfort, the train- 
er of Black Tarquin, made it quite 
clear at York that all is very well 
with the stable. He won the York- 
shire Oaks for His Majesty with the 
delightful filly Angelola, beating a 
much fancied French challenger, 
Reine des Etoiles, and he brought 
off a treble for Sir Richard Sykes 
(all being the offspring of his Sled- 
mere Stud mares). In fact the French 
had a very poor meeting. Sir Rich- 
ard Sykes’ Three Weeks, by Big 
Game out of Eleanor Cross by Hyper- 
ion, made M. Boussac’s Massilia look 
like a plater; and again the Sled- 
mere blood was to the fore, to the 
dismay of M. Boussac, when the 
three-year-old filly Woodflower, by 
Umidwar out of Cherry Wood by 
Solario, beat the Nasrullah colt, 
Golestan. But there was worse to 
come. In the Rose of York Sweep- 


stakes the Aga Khan’s Migoli was 
opposed by M. Boussac’s Djelal, a 
good winner in both countries. The 
last 200 yards was a demonstration 
of two brave and brilliant horses 
matching stride for stride in an alr 
out effort. At first it looked as 
though Djelal was slightly ahead, 
but immediately Migoli responded 
and in the last 50 yards managed to 
gain the narrowest of advantages. 
This grey colt of Bois Rousell has 
never in fourteen starts run an un- 
generous race and this was his third 
win this year. The French suffered 
another reverse when immediately 
following, Cozina, who had been 
third in the French Oaks, was well 
beaten after starting favourite. 

The highlight of the meeting is 
always the Nunthorpe Stakes, a five 
furlong sprint, the winner of which 
can claim to be the best sprinter of 
the year. In the past some outstand- 
ing horses such as Mumtaz Mahal; 
Diomedes; Highborn II; Tag End; 
Portlaw; Portobello; and Gold 
Bridge have been successful. It was 
won this year in brilliant fashion by 
a deep girthed daughter of Panora- 
mo, Careless. Nora. She flew from 
the gate and took a five lentghs lead 
from her nearest rival Royal Barge. 
The pace was too hot, and none of 
the field of five could get to her. 
Royal Barge was a length and a half 
away, 2nd, and Delirium a further 
three lengths, 3rd. There were no 
foreign horses entered. For in sprint- 
ing the pest of homebreds are un- 
beatable, and already at York the 
French got a pitter taste of their 
own medicine. It is worth remem- 
bering, in view of the French bid 
for the export market in the Vv. S., 
that only in the long distance races 
have the French had it all their own 
way. In sprints and middle ‘listance 
races they have had to acknowledge 
English supremacy. And as these are 
the distances of the majority of 
American races—well the implica- 
tion is obvious.

Mention of Columbia recalls that 
Clarence Buxton was at Aqueduct.

“Mr. Busher, Pail of 
Water, Blue Peter—all of them from 
Columbia. Aiken’s only 59 miles 
away, and what’s come from there?”

RIDING 





Horse Sense In Riding and Training 





Six Aids and Responses Essential In 
Making and Training Horses To Handle 
In Hunting Field and Show Ring

Equitation, or the art of riding, is 
a one way language for the horse. A 
rider conveys in several ways to his 
horse signals which are obeyed ac- 
cording to his training. 

The principal aids are the reins 
and legs, but the voice, the crop, the 
balance, and the spur are most use- 
ful in training and in ordinary rid- 
ing. Except for the voice and balance 
all aids are based on the horse’s fine 
sense of touch, from which his in- 
stinct tells him to move. You will 
want him to respond promptly to 
the slightest signal, but that necessi- 
tates much firmer action in the be- 
ginning whatever the aid, then a 
gradual work down to the gentlest 
use. Gentleness in the use of the aids 
is a must if the rider is to conform 
to the convention of concealing their 
application. While this is required 
only in the high school it is well 
that all riders keep it generally in 
mind so as to keep his riding from 
looking sloppy or novice-like. Like 
anything else one wants to do it 
right—according to Hoyle. 

A fundamental principle in train- 
ing in the use of aids is to let the 
reins be the last brought into play. 
More than realized this also requires 
attention be given to a secure posi- 
tion which will prevent holding on 
by the reins. This fault is prevalent 
with new riders and easily becomes 
a bad habit. A good practice is to 
lead the new rider’s horse while he, 
if necessary, clings to the saddle; 
this will be reduced as the knee grip 
gets stronger. 

The leg action can be reduced to 
a contraction of the leg muscles; 
generally however, taps, with legs 
are required. 

The spur is simply to emphasize 
the action of the legs or heels. Their 
use in punishment is left to others; 
better skip it. 

The balance can assist materially. 
It is shifted by leaning forward or 
backward, right or left, pressing on 
right or left stirrup tread. In quick 
starting, fast gaits, jumping, the bal- 
ance is kept by leaning well forward. 
Failure to do so resui‘s in off bal- 
ance with generally hanging on to 
the reins. Shifting the balance to 
right or left assists in the beginning 
of the application of other aids. It 
is not difficult to train horses to 
go right or left by slight pressure 
only on the stirrup treads. Western- 
ers and polo players ire great users 
of balance. 

The table of Aids and Responses 
may impress one as rather complicat- 
ed. After all the main requirements 
are to go at different gaits, change 
direction and to stop; but so many 
riders seem to make a misery out of 
it and are entirely oblivious to their 
danger when they lack security of 
position and knowledge of ccntrol. 
Often riders have been seen going 
along quietly on some old “Dobbin’’ 
at a walk, trot, even gallop enjoying 
the delightful thrills of the ride, and 
as soon as the horse is turned to- 
ward or gets sight of the stables off 
he goes at a run with the rider help- 
less to stop him, threatening to fall 
off at any moment, crying out

“Whoa! Whoa!” in that terrified 
voice which tells the horse better 
than anything else that he can do 
as he pleases. Imagine the agony of 
a companion who cannot give chase 
which would add fuel to the flame, 
but must endure while waiting for 
the ultimate catastrophe. 

The fear of horses generated by 
such an incident frequently stops 
riding; certainly delays further pro- 
gress. A good course of preliminaries 
even on a hobby horse would prevent 
such things. 

As every horseman well knows no 
horse can be trusted all the time, 
but his confidence in his horseman- 
ship which years of experience has 
developed into an almost unconsci- 
ous proper act of control makes any 
unusual cutting up a matter of com- 
plete indifference to him. 

The Table of Aids and Responses 
(to be published in The Chronicle 
next week) goes a little further than 
most riders care to go. Once, how- 
ever, riders gain complete security of 
position and means of control they 
like to pick up a bit more of equita- 
tion for the pleasure of it. To these 
riders attention must be directed to 
the great importance of the simple 
head bends described in numbers 7 
and 8 of the table. They must be 
everlastingly practiced. 

It should be said that several of 
the Aids and Responses are setting 
up or suppling exercises. Such are 
the neck bends, shoulder’ bends, 
haunch bends, but most are of prime 
importance in ordinary riding. 

An explanation should be made 
of the new aid-touching the heels in 
front of the girth; it is very simple. 
This aid, unknown to many riders, is 
developed in early training in the 
following manner: 

Being on the longe a touch of the 
crop on the rump causes the horse to 
move forward. At the next halt a 
touch of the crop on the chest causes 
a step back. This was repeated many 
times from either side. When mount- 
ed the responses were the same— 
touch on the preast meant halt from 
walk or back from halt. The horse 
had already learned to go forward 
when tegs were closed behind the 
girth; the taps on the breast were 
taken over by the feet reaching for- 
ward and scraping on the shoulders; 
and this was gradually reduced to 
touching with heels in front of the 
girth. In other wofds the width of 
the girth finally spelled the differ- 
ence—touch behind go _ forward, 
touch in front go back, stop or slow 
down. 

After « Thoroughbred had been 
well trained an experiment was 
tried. Moving at a very slow, highly 
collected canter the heels were clos- 
ed tightly on the girth; immediately 
the forehand was lifted much higher 
at the canter. Her reasoning must 
have been ‘‘nowhere to go but up’’. 

It still remains to be seen what 
would be the effect of the diagonal 
touches of the heels—one in front 
of the girth the other behind it in 
combination with rein effects. Some 
have been developed but such “‘hoty 
coly’”’ (Haut e’cole) has no place in 
ordinary riding. However, it might 
be added that this same filly would 
do nearly everything in the table 
without a bridle, and that the dia- 
gonal heel aids (one in front of the 
other behind the girth) helped a lot. 

The voice should not be used 
when riding with others.

by four lengths at the finish. Mrs. R. 
P. Kirkpatrick’s Pretender ran a 
much improved race to be second, 
another three lengths in front of 
Walter Wickes’ Big Bones, who 
looked like he was going to turn 
loose with one of those stretch runs 
as the field went down the far side, 
but flattened out when the reai rac- 
ing began. E. P. Taylor’s Kordofan, 
even money favorite in this race, 
had just started his move and look- 
ed like a winner going to the last 
turn. He was seen to falter, and then 
Darrell Clingman pulled him into 
the infield as he started up the 
stretch. It later developed that Kor- 
dofan had shattered his pastern and 
had to be destroyed. In the Rules of 
Racing, among the claiming rules, 
there is a clause which often brings 
a smile ‘‘....and the person deter- 
mined at closing time for claiming 
to have the right of claim shall be- 
come the owner of the horse whether 
it be alive or dead, sound or un- 
sound, or injured during the race, 
etc.” ....This rather obscure clause 
had some meaning after this race 
when it was learned that Pete Bost- 
wick had claimed -Kordofan for 
$5,200....

Dublin 1948 In Retrospect 





To An American Visitor Most Impressive 
Feature In Dublin’s Gala Week Is Manner 
Whole City Devotes Itself To the Show

The Dublin Horse Show is over 
for another year, and the city is 
slowly returning to normal after a 
gala week of horses, visitors, parties, 
and more horses. 

Most striking to the American ex- 
hibitor is the degree to which the 
show dominates the entire city of 
Dublin during the five days of its 
existence. One could easily have 
stayed in London during the Olym- 
pics and the International Show and 
remained quite oblivious of their 
presence—but one could hardly 
spend five minutes in Dublin during 
Horse Show week without being 
made aware of the ‘‘Horse Show at 
Ballsbridge this day’’ as the signs 
put it. Special Horse-Show displays 
dominate the shop windows, Horse 
Show results dominate the news- 
paper headlines, and horses becpme, 
for a week, the chief topic of con- 
versation. 

The Ballsbridge show grounds are 
virtually unparalled in the facilities 
they can offer an event such as this. 
They incorporate four separate judg- 
ing rings, the enormous jumping en- 
closure with its two grandstands, 
spacious stabling for something over 
a thousand horses, and the vast main 
hall that this year housed some two 
hundred trade stalls and exhibitions 
of various products. In addition, the 
show ground contain a bank, a post 
office and any number of lunch coun- 
ters, tea-rooms. and ‘bars. Across 
Merrion Road stand the Bloodstock 
Sales paddocks, where yearlings, 
horses in training and horses exhibi- 
ted in the shows are sold at auction. 

All in all, this year’s show felt 
slightly below last year’s standard, 
though it was still ‘“most successful” 
in the eyes of its chairman, Mr. W. 
E. Wylie. Rather poor weather the 
first two days was responsible for 
an attendance drop of 2500 from 
last year’s 152,204, and the average 
price. of yearlings was also dcwn 
somewhat. Total entries of 1093 
were larger than last year, however, 
and classes were more than well-fill- 
ed: there were 60 or more in sever- 
al hunter classes, 95 in one of the 
jumping competitions, and 119 in 
the class for novice childrens’ ponies! 

Hunter classes held the main in- 
terest of spectators during the first 
two days, peing run simultaneously 
in four rings, and these were domin- 
ated again this year by Mr. N. Gal- 
way-Greer of Co. Meath, and his 
string of 19 horses. His 4-yr.-old ch. 
g. Mighty Atom won the “Laidlaw” 
and ‘Bright Prospect’ Champion- 
ship trophies for the best hunter in 
the show, succeeding his last year’s 


champion, Mighty Fine; and the re- . 


serve Grand Champion, Mrs. J. Alex- 
ander’s Saint Patrick, had also been 
purchased from him. Mr. Galway- 
Greer also repeated his last year’s 
win in the perpetual challenge tro- 
phy for the exhibitor winning the 
most points in hunter classes, edging 
his traditional rival for this honor, 
the Hon. W. BE. Wylie. Honors on 
“Ladies’ Day’? for the champion 
ladies’ hunter went to N. OD. 
Mahoney’s 6-yr.-old b. g. Starpool, 
who also won the open middleweight 
Class for older horses. 

Jumpers, military and _ civilian, 
held sway the last three days of the 
show. Rules for scoring were rather 
different from either those in the 
United States or Britain: neither 
time nor ticks counted, refusals 
counted 3 faults, and knockdowns 
of the timber fences 4 faults, wheth- 
er front or hind. Fauits at the stone 
wall, the banks, the hedge and ditch, 
and the water were more difficult to 
judge, with from one to four faults 
being scored, according to the sever~ 
ity of a horse’s mistake. In the 
larger civilian classes, the horses 
jumped in pairs, though on separate 
Panels—a practice which keeps 
Spectators busy every moment, and, 
T suspect, the judges as well. In quite 
& number of classes, prize money 
Was ‘divided when horses were tied 
after two jump-offs; this may be 
frustrating for the spectators, but 
certainly helps to keep a show on 
schedule. 

Outstanding in the military jump- 
ing classes were two horses, Demo- 


erat of the U. S. and Marquis III of 
France. Democrat, with Col. Wing 
aboard, won or tied for first no less 
than four times, being twice match- 
ed by Lt. Lefrant and Marquis III. 

The United States team also had 
the best of it in Friday’s feature 
event, the Aga Khan Challenge Tro- 
phy for.teams of four jumpers. 
America won on the strength of Air 
Mail’s and Democrat’s performances, 
who had between them a total of 7 
faults for two rounds each. Lt. Rus- 
sell and Air Mail won the prize for 
best individual performance. With 2 
faults, and the American total of 32 
faults for the six best rounds out of 
eight, they easily bested France and 
England, who tied for second and 
third with 48. 

Civilian jumping was not particu- 
larly impressive on the whole, with 
the best class, the Wylie Challenge 
Trophy, being won again this year 
by Mrs. H. Morrison’s b. g. Bachelor 
Boy, after 3 jump-offs. The High- 
jump class for the Duggan Challenge 
Cup was won by Mrs. R. G. Garland’s

With threatening skies above and 
a jam packed house inside, the 
Back Alley jumpers vied for honors 
at the Woodbrook Open Horse Show, 
Aug. 14 and 15, Woodbrook, Wash.

Probably the most exciting jump- 
ing class of the show was the Irish 
Challenge Trophy, open to military 
and civilian contestants alike. The 
course of 11 fences proved difficult, 
and only 7 horses were calied for 
the jump-off, 3 with clear rounds 
and 4.with but one fault. The second 
round rapidly became a duel between 
the last two horses to jump, Miss 
Iris Kellett’s ch. g. Rusty, and Mar- 
quis III, who had only to beat 8 
faults to be assured of ist or 2nd. It 
was a real contrast in style—Mar- 
quis III turned in another of his 
bold, brilliant rounds, but hit the 
parallel bars; Miss Kellett, one of 
Ireland’s top younger open joeks, 
nursed her horse around the course, 
hand riding, and setting him at every 
fence, and won the class with a clear 
round, to the wildest applause of 
the show.

The champion hunter of the show 
was Sylvan Queen, recently purchas- 
ed by Miss Rosalyn Hauss of St. 
Louis. This is their first outing to- 
gether, and they are a real team. 
Rosie and Queen were without ques- 
tion, and everyone agreed, the 
champs of the show. 

In the jumper division, Adalbert 
Von Gontard of st. Louis and his 
Sky Rocket, sky rocketed through to 
the tri-color. Mr. Von Gontard had 
not only good luck and rounds with 
his two grand horses, Sky Rocket 
and his conformation hunter, Bella 
Bruno, but a real misfortune when 
his delightful mare Bella Bruno, 
which incidently was reserve hunter 
champion broke loose before the 
stake and ran between two parked 
automobiles, and fell. She cut one 
front leg badly and could not show 
in the stake. Needless to say every- 
one was pleased that she was still 
reserve hunter champion when the 
points were added at the close of 
last hunter class, the hunter stake. 

To mention the high points of the 
show, performance wise; we must 
mention first the hunter stake with 
16 entries. All money winners 
throughout the show.
